Thank you for the Christmas greet- 
ings, Anna, Baptism is necessary for 
the salvation of our souls.

You have a work to 
do, and God has made a certain 
place for you. Think well on 
this, but do not “stand idle“. 
Ask the advice of your pastors 
or confessors. Keep on prayin 
daily until you find out what God 
wishes you to do. Do not be 
afraid, but, like St. Polycarp, in 
the life of the Saint for this 


week, “Be strong”.
